Fronts Means More 
Hell for the Nazis 


(By Wireless te Inter-Continent News) 
KUIBYSHEYV, April 26.—Warm spring 
days have set in, creating favorable condi- 
tions for offensive operations of the Red 


Army and for the further development of 
guerrilla warfare in the enemy rear, 

A communique from the Southern Front 
tells how a group of sappers mined com- 
munication trenches between enemy dugouts 
and then hurled hand-grenades into the 
dugouts. When the panic-stricken German 
soldiers ran out they were killed by the 
mines. 

Another report tells how another sapper 
battalion, working under enemy trench 
mortar fire breast deep in icy water in con- 
stant danger of being carried 2 — 
the breaking ice, rebuilt a bridge had 
been washed out by the Spring cutting 
off Soviet troops from their rear. sap- 
pers constructed the bridge in one night and 
it is strong enough to support tanks, 


GIVE UP COUNTER-ATTACKS 


Another report from the Southern Front 
where the Germans suffered serious set- 
backs recently said the Germans have prac- 
tically given up counter-attacks with the ex- 
ception of certain sectors where they are 
still making unsuccessful attempts, and are 
fortifying villages. 

A big Italian detachment which recently 
tried to penetrate the Soviet rear was dis- 
persed by the first few salvos of artillery 
and trench mortars of the Soviet troops and 
lost more than half their men. 

It is reported from the Southwestern 
Front that Red Army troops are gathering 
a “winter harvest” of trophies which are 
coming into view as the snow melts. On 
only one sector in a few days they collected 
10 German guns, some of them in perfect 
order, as well as machine-guns, rifles and 
other arms. In one dugout they found a 
munition supply store, containing over 
12,000 shells. 

ADOPT SPRING CAMOUFLAGE 


Another sign of Spring on the Front is a 
report in “Red Star” that the well-known 
armored train “Za Rodina” has changed its 
white winter uniform for a green and black 
spring camouflage. The Germans call this 
train “Terror,” and they have good reason 
to do so.

When interrogated he first stated: “I 
want to help in every possible way to bring
